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EISENHOWER STUMPS FOR GOP CONGRESS 
Adenauer Urges 
East-West Non- 
Aggression Pact 


Outlines Peace 
Plan in Address 
To Press Club 


W ASHINGTON (FP)— W est Ger­ 
man Chancellor Konrad A denauer 
today called for an East W est non­ 
aggression treaty as the clim ax to 
a “great and proud” four-point pro­ 
gram for world peace. 


The 78 - year - old free German 
leader cautioned, however, that the 
free world would have to m ove 
ahead on the peace project care­ 
fully and only on the basis of great 
strength. 


Adenauer outlined the peace plan 
at a National Press Club lunch fol­ 
low ing two days’ of talks with Pres­ 
ident 
Eisenhower, 
Secretary 
of 
State John Foster D ulles and other 
U. S. leaders. 


H e said he was “happy to se e ” 
that leading free world statesm en 
backed 
by 
public 
opinion 
“are 
agreed on this program”— the four 
point d an for peace. 
A denauer then gave this rundown 
of his plan for dealing with the 
Russians and their Red satellites: 
1. “The peoples of the W est must 
first secure their freedom and their 
peace by com bining for their com ­ 
mon defense.” 
2. “They must create sound and 
stable econom ic conditions within 
the free world, and guarantee hu­ 
man freedom and social security 
to everyone.” 
3. “They should prepare for the 
future by giving their form s of as 
sedation a purely defensive charac­ 
ter, endowing them with all the ele 
m ents requisite for a system of co l­ 
lective security.” 
4. “Finally, they should jointly 
as a regional group — as provided 
for in the United N ations’ charter 
— enter into a relationship, to be 
settled by treaty, with the Soviet 
bloc, a relationship which would 
offer all those participating secur­ 
ity against aggression.” 
W hile this program is underway, 
Adenauer said, the free world must 
emphasize that “any continuation 
of the Soviets’ attempt to B olshe­ 
vize by force nations and parts of 
nations 
against 
their 
expressed 
w ill” would not bring about relaxa- 
tion of tensions.

Costello’s wife told police she 
was in the downstairs kitchen of 
their home, fixing Costello som e 
w arm cereal, when she heard the 
shot. 
She rushed upstairs to the 
bedroom where she found her hus 
band lying wounded on the floor. 
She called police. 
Costello, operator of a St. Louis 
taxicab service com pany, w as be­ 
lieved to be the man who tipped 
off Police Lt. Louis Shoulders to 
the whereabout 
of kidnap-killer 
Carl Austin Hall on Oct. 6. 1953 
Hall and his woman friend. Mrs. 
Bonnie Heady, were wanted for the 
kidnaping of 6 - year - old 
Bobby 
Greenlease in K ansas City a week 
earlier. 
More than half of the $600,000 
paid the kidnapers by the Green- 
lease boy’s w ealthy father never 
has been recovered. Hall, who was 
executed with Mrs. Heady for the 
boy’s murder, insisted to the last 
that he had most of the ransom 
m oney with him when he was ar­ 
rested by Shoulders and patrolman 
E lm er Dolan. 
Shoulders and Dolan have since 
been 
imprisoned for com m itting 
perjury in their accounts of han­ 
dling the ransom money.
